Howdy neighbors, 


With the weather being so dosh-garned nice today, I decided I'd actually 
try out the DK9SQ mast I received this week. If you haven't actually 
seen one of these things, you've got to see it to believe it. It's like 
a xgiantx fishing pole. The problem, of course, was to get it to stay 
upright, so I headed off to the local Big R (farm & home type store) to 
cruise for as yet unspecified hardware. I had some vague ideas of using 
some sort of pipe driven into the ground, or supported by cross members, 
or something. They didn't have any pipe big enough, so I bought a 45" 
long earth anchor, the kind that augers into the ground. I screwed it in 
about 1/3 of the way, and strapped the mast to it as tightly as I could 
with velcro tape (the glueless kind used for dressing network cables). 
It worked. 


Now to put an antenna up. I got out the 40m dipole I had used for Field 
Day, it has one of those fairly heavy center insulators w/S0O-239, and is 
made from 14g solid copper. Only piece of coax I had was a 50' piece of 
RG-8. I tied a small loop in some dacron rope and slipped it over the 
tip of the mast a few inches, tied that to the center insulator and 
started rasing it up. Well, it was just too heavy for that skinny tip. 
It would just bend over until the rope loop slipped right off. Luckily 


it never hit me in the head (who knows, it might have helped). So I ran 
down to the local Radio Shack and bought an expensive piece of RG-58 and 
some 22g stranded wire and whipped up a new light dipole. This time I 
slipped the rope loop all the way down to the second section. Eureka! 
The tip still arced over quite a bit, but I was able to secure the ends 
of my inverted vee using some rope and tent pegs. I hooked up the DSW-40 
and checked the SWR, I had guessed right and it was flat from 7.000 up 
to about 7.070. I got a couple of good signal reports from OH and MO. 


It looks like this will be a real handy item for portable ops. I'm not 
sure when I'll get to try it out somewhere other than my yard, but if we 
get another weekend as nice as this one I'll probably go camping and 
give it a try. I'd like to hear about other methods you folks have come 
up with for securing the base, and other antenna schemes you've tried. 
Has anyone made a "Super SLV" using one of these yet?

Do not see much on the list about anyone restoring some of the older 
gear. Over the past 30 years their has been some really nice equipment 
developed that can be restored to better than new condition. And with a 
few of the sets one could add some modern technology and have something 
equal or better that you could purchase for $1000 plus. 


Normally the caps need to be replaced. If they have those "black plastic 
CDE" bypass (.01 to .22 values) you should replace even if they look like 
new. You can still find tubes on the web and most at reasonable prices. 

SOme transistors are little harder to find , but available if you really try. 


Crystal filters, IF cans, variable caps, etc.. normally do not go bad 
unless the equipment was improperly stored. You can still get a copy of 
most manuals from a couple of sources. I have used vintage manuals. 


Have to be carefuly with the dials. Soap and water only is best rule. 
Most chemical cleaners will remove the lettering. 


You can usually find a junker for a parts source. I restored a S-38, 
becasuse that was my first receiver. Took me awhile and three junkers, 
but I now have a 10 in electrical condx and 8 to a 9 in physically 
condx. 


I have a R-390A and they are superior receivers. You can restore one to 
minit condx from web sources. The receiver will cost you from $50 to 
$400 depending on condx and the manual will cost another $40. A video 
tape is available to even show you how to restore it for another $100. 


You end up with a receiver that cost new over $3000 in the 50's. 


One of the best receivers to own is a Drake R4C with the Sherwood mods 
installed. You can still locate all of the parts you need to do so. 


I do not recommed restoring for your first rig, but if you really want to 
learn how something works their isn't a better way. Takes you a while to 
locate all of the parts you may need but the web is great help in that 
regard. 


Sometimes something looks bad due to dirt and grime. 


Something to consider.

The contest is the IARU dx context, 30 and 18 sound pretty good, 
and no contest activity there. The normal calling freq on 80 

is 3.560 plus or minus traffic nets, some use around 3.535 (MI QRP 
group), I have seen some mention if 3.540 as a possibility. For 
N/T 3.710, 3.686.4 (Carolina group- and others) and 3.579 which 
also has activity from the boatanchor crowd - hope that antenna 
works well for you and it should. I remember when I first started 
in the swamps of S. Georgia with the 100 ft pine trees and the 

old Windom (single wire feed)up about 80 ft - worked all I could 
hear.

Randy I like you have had BCI on all my HW gear and my PIXIE. The PIXIE as 
you know has a very simple transistor mixer with almost zero filtering. I 
was picking up local AM broadcast, So. America broadcast and a variety of 
religious broadcast stations. 

They were all over the spectrum. The spectrum around 40 mtrs has signals 
above S9+50dB at my location. 


I tried some simple antenna filters including antenna tuner and parallel 
traps they helped but the problem wouldn't completely go away. 


I finally built a front-end multi-notch filter that took care of the problem 
from above and below the 40 mtr band and helped my get 12 states worked on 
40 mtrs with the PIXIE at less than 150 mW. MY station antenna is a 120 ft 
longwire so I'm sure that aggravated the problem. Even my HW-9 had some 
local BCI with this antenna.

Now this is a three notch solution specifically for my location (you can see 
the frequencies being notched below the schematic). I have built the single 
and double notch filters also and they can solve a less severe problem. If 
it's just local AM broadcast then a handbook hi-pass filter will do the 
trick. 


BTW I modeled these filters with the ARRL Radio Designer Software before 
building them. This saved quite a bit of time in trail and error with 
Winding toroids and soldering iron.

Seab, 


There are no guarantees with cliffs, especially if we do not know what is 
in the other direction. There are some propagation programs that will 
provide partial answer if you import some basic model data outputs and 
hand enter topographical data. One of the presentations at FDIM did a 
very nice demonstration of the results, which backed up his operating 
experieneces--and the proceedings have some references to the software he 
used. 


In principle, you might get an enhancement of the signal using the cliff 
face as an additional reflection surface. However, if your antenna 
already has a reflector, the enhancement might not be much. And the 
distances would have to be just right. 


On top of the cliff, you might get either a good signal all way round or 
you might experience some heightening of the radiation angle from 
reflections down deep below the cliff top. All depends on the angles and 
distances involved, vs. the frequency. 


The net result is that terrain analysis, except for the standard flat 
surface presumed by NEC programs, has enough variables in it that 
generalizations tend not to work very well. Only a detailed analysis via 
software set up to take painstaking entry of map data will yield anything 
like reasonably accurate results. If that prospect is not enticing, then 
putting up an antenna and seeing what happens, band by band, is the 
alternative. (In any such tests, one night's work on HF does not give 
usable experiential results. I tend to recommend about 6 months of use so 
that experienece can average itself out into reasonable expectations. 
Having another antennr to use as a comparator also helps.) 


I suspect that eventually there will be tarrain-sensitive propagation 
software that will have automated terrain data entry from the 
ever-increasing data base of such data taken from all sources. I am sure 
that some exists now, but none of us can afford it. But someday, we shall 
be able to download data for relevant Fresnel zones for each band and 
simply move antennas (and their heights) around until we discover the most 
perfect location. Since Murphy rules, it will always be in the neighbor's 
yard. 


I hope this is useful.

Jay, 


I used my DK9SQ mast over field day weekend, I made a base by welding a 
3/8 rod 12" long to the bottom of a pipe cap, the size that allowed the 
base of the mast to fit into it. I believe it was a 2" pipe and cap, and 
I did have to trim the outer edge of the mast so that it would fit into 
the 12" tall pipe that screwed into the cap & rod assembly which I had 
driven into the ground. 

This held the mast vertical well enough for me to attach a hose clamp 
with 3 strong lines tied evenly around it and tent pegs used as anchors, 
these served as guy lines which I put about 5 foot up the mast. 

This held the mast very well the entire field day weekend. When I was 
finished I put the tent pegs and hose clamp right in with the mast in 
its carring case, unscrewed the pipe from the cap and rod assembly and 
stored that in the same location as the mast... 


Just my idea of getting by.
